1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 19-26 to 
an invention non-elected without traverse, see paper #14, filed October 15, 2001. Accordingly, 
claims 19-26 been cancelled.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The base claims are: 14 and 27. 

4. The closest prior art found is Zinn (US Patent No. 2,558,918) and Applicant's 
Background Art in the instant specification and is summarized in the final office action mailed 
August 6, 2003. 

Applicant's arguments in the Appeal Brief filed February 17, 2004 regarding the 
modification of the prior art to add an additional liquid tight coating on the first layer outwardly 
of the second layer and on the second layer outwardly on the first layer to Zinn has been found 
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persuasive and the combination would not be obvious, see the Appeal Brief pages 7-10. 
Furthermore, the combination of background information and Zinn would not have been obvious 
because there in no reason to further modify Zinn to have two additional liquid-tight coating 
because Zinn is already capable of handling liquids, see Zinn col. 1, lines 16-19. 

In sum, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest packaging container having all the 
features of the base claim(s), a first layer bonded to a second layer being coextensive with one 
another and having a first bind strength, a plurality of linear fold regions, each fold region 
overlying and defining a corresponding creases line of the packaging laminate and having a bond 
strength less than the first bond strength so that when the laminate is folded at the crease lines, 
the first and second layers separate from one another, and a liquid-tight coating disposed on the 
first layer outwardly of the second layer and a liquid-tight coating disposed on the second layer 
outwardly on the first layer.
